Hello Bob-- 


Yes you need a good ground with that longwire or other end fed wire. As 
has been pointed out here before, an antenna like a dipole or beam doesn't 
need a ground because it is balanced. A long wire is kinda like half an 
antenna and you need the ground to "complete the circuit", as one person 
aptly put it. 


Now, as to using the power wiring's 3rd wire--I wouldn't recommend that. 
In it's function as a safety ground, it doesn't normally carry current; 
only if there's a fault. But if you use it as your longwire's ground, it 

going to carry current and essentially the same amount as the antenna. 
This signal is tightly coupled to the hot and neutral of your house 
wiring, being in the same cable, so expect to overload everything with RF. 


Ss 


In reality, you are already connected to the power wiring, so you wouldn't 
have to do anything special to make this happen other than not provide 
another (better) ground. Your rig has unbalanced output--the shell side of 
the coax connector is connected to the case of the rig, which is also 
connected to the 3rd wire of the power cord. So the connection is already 
made. Give the RF a better place to go by providing some of those 
counterpoise wires or whatever. Those things are really just radials 
connected directly at the rig. If you are on the ground floor, you might 
want to run a short wire to a ground wire and some radials out from there. 


I can imagine doing the opposite of what you are considering--wrapping the 
power cord of the rig around a ferrite rod to try to keep RF out of the 
power wiring. I seem to remember having an antenna system sometime back in 
the dim past ... when I keyed the rig, the lights in the house would blink 
in synch. And it wasn't voltage drop--it was RF. Somehow I knew that 
couldn't be good. (No, I wasn't running a kW.) 


While I'm on a roll ... Longwires! Man, I'm glad I don't have to use those 
things anymore. Tricky tuning, RF everywhere, and the blister I got on my 
fingertip when I touched the painted front panel of my HW-101, all 
unpleasant memories. But I guess there are situations where you have to 
use them. You can maybe avoid a lot of that stuff by making it a quarter 
wave long instead random length.

I'm not a serious DXer these days. But, recalling tonight that DX stations 
will usually announce a QSL manager if they have one. Especially if the DX 
is running stations on a frequency for an extended period. Alternatively, 

you may be advised to QSL via the traditional DX bureau or perhaps direct. 


You can find out the names of QSL managers (and some addresses) from 
various DX locations on the internet. Apologies, but I don't have any URL's 
at my fingertips as this reply is typed. Ask the question directly on QRP-L 
and I'm sure you will get several current and well-informed responses. 


I used to find QSL managers in columns in World Radio, CQ, QST et al. The 
active DX stations were generally posted each month. I'm sure they are 
still available there today. DX newsgroups would surely be another source. 


Hope this helps or at least gets you started in the right direction.

Here's some more filter design software, which I uploaded to the QRP-L 
server years ago with the permission of the author. It's by Bob Lombardi, 
WB4EHS. He calls it Filter Design System or FDS. I still use the original 
version the most, although he came out with a couple updates later. All 
three are on the QRP-L file archives at lehigh.edu, under the "tools" 
section. The file names are FDS124.zip, FDS200A.zip and FDS201.zip. (Ignore 
the short .txt file.) These are for versions 1.24, 2.0 and 2.01. The files 
are small; even FDS201 is well under 200K in the ZIP form. They're all DOS 
based, but still quite useful. BTW, these are freeware, not shareware.

Using the paper phenolic PCB such as that supplied by RS can be a problem 
when you try to cut it. 


If you shear it when is cold, it most certainly will shatter and not cut 
cleanly. You can heat it and soften the substrate but that's not practicle 
in most cases. 


I have limited tools to do fabrication in my workshop so I use a crude but 
effective procedure I've used for many years. 


By scoring through the copper and into the phenolic on both sides, you can 
make a clean break at the scored line. I've made pieces as small as .25 x 
1 inch doing it this way. Make them an inch wide first then do the .25 
strips. 


I use a mechanics scribe and a blade from a combination square clamped to 
the PCB to do the scoring. (Or clamped down to a work surface like a piece 


of plywood.) This causes a raised edge of copper but a small smooth file 
will take care of that. A tool could be made from an old hacksaw blade. 
Grind it down without over heating it to a thickness of something like .010 
inch. Shape the end so that it has a chisle-like cutting edge. This would 
remove the copper when you score it rather than roll it out of the way.=20 


For making small pads, make strips about .5 cm wide and as long as your 
PCB. Then snip off lengths as needed. You can use side cutters but end 
cutters would work better as the blades cut parallel to each other.

Karl, very interesting! 

Here's what I've found regarding RCA connectors of late. The Radio Shack 
shielded ones are lossy but correctable. The "ground" lugs are press fitted 
into 

the barrels. Therefore, simply solder them together. Mouser sells the 

most desirable one piece designs with good plated brass barrels and 

teflon dielectric. The ceramic male connectors are almost impossible to find. 
As far as true loss vs. a bnc, seems to me that an RCA plug, especially at lower 


power levels, has about 3 times the center conductor, contact surface area than 
a bnc/tne and about equal on the ground jacket. If a decent dielectric is used, 
I wonder how the two types of connectors really compare in the grand scheme of 
things. Keep in mind I'm talking about a portable/backpacking system with 
weight, and field reparability as major issues. Any comments?

Last Field Day we had a shortened G5RV (52 feet) fed with ladder line 
right to a tuner strung up between a couple of trees at around 35 feet. 
The conditions were extremely windy and we could see the antenna 
bouncing. Looking at our SWR meter we could see the SWR jumping up and 
down by quite a bit. We ended up taking it down and using resonant 
dipoles for the frequencies that we wanted to work. The SWRs on them 
stayed rock steady in spite of their bouncing up and down just as much 
as the G5RV. 

I tried to figure out why the dipole's SWR's didn't bounce up and down 
like the G5RV's. I first thought maybe static electricity was building 
up and that the ladder was conducting it down to the tuner and that 
coax wouldn't do the same thing. That didn't make sense after I 
discussed it on the phone with Denis KO6GF. Him and I tried to reason 
out why the SWRs were jumping on the G5RV and not on the dipoles. 

Well I found the answer. Basically it works like this. When an antenna 
has reactance on it and it bounces up and down the reactance changes. A 
resonant antenna does not have any reactance or very little so bouncing 
up and down changes the SWR by only a little bit. Like all generalities 
I am sure there are exceptions. 

I ran the GSRV through EZNEC for 14 mhz, changed the height by 5 feet 
and saw the SWR change from 4.2:1 to a 3.5:1 a change of .7. Here are 
the numbers; 


Impedance = 436.2 + J 600.9 ohms at 30 feet SW

Which shows it's the reactance that is the problem. Change of .7 SWR 
for a 5 foot change in height. The antenna was at 35 feet and if the 
antenna swung from 30 to 40 feet we would have had a SWR change of 1.4! 
This in fact matched what we were seeing on the SWR meter. 

Seems obvious now but I am glad I figured this out. It was driving me 
nuts trying to figure out why it was doing what it did! 


The odd thing is we had used this same antenna in simlilar condtions 
and didn't notice the SWRs jumping up and down. They could have been 
but with the tuner we were using at the time we might not have seen 
them move. 

Thought I'd share this with list in case someone else runs across this.

This is a story that I wrote for my club newsletter. It is not QRP in 
nature. So If you cannot deal with that PLEASE DELETE NOW. It is 
related to two recent topics on QRP-1 - less than optimum antennas and 
D68C. It is just (I hope) a funny story. 


The Clandestine Ham 
Well I did it again. 


I took a little break from radio, and as of late I have been trying to 
get back into Dxing. The current fodder is D68C on Comoros Island in 
the Indian Ocean. It is about as far from my QTH as one can get. 
Consequently, it is a difficult catch. 


At my office, I have been running the DX packet cluster, so I can 
monitor when and where D68C has been. It seemed that they were very 
active during the day. So I thought, and here is where the trouble 
began, that if I had a station at my veterinary office, I might be able 
to snag them between patients. I already have an old extra transceiver 
so all I need to do is put up an antenna. 


Well this should be easy. I will put up a dipole in the attic and see 
what I can do. On Sunday morning with the office closed, I went in to 
do my rounds and also put up the antenna. I built a doublet according 
to the plans a guy posted on one of the reflectors I follow. It was fed 
with ladder line and I ran it to a 4:1 balun located just above my 


office. From there I ran about 10 FT of RG8 to my tuner. 


Putting up the antenna proved to be an amazing feat. My office building 
started out as two vacation homes many years ago that were connected and 
remodeled into one building. Consequently the attics are not connected 
and so there aren't any long stretches available. Add to that 13 years 
of old files, equipment, etc. and there just wasn't much room up there. 
So from the center I went 7 feet on each side made a right turn and went 
another 12 feet, made a right turn and with a rope tied the two ends 
together with about 5 feet between them. Looks kind of like a 
horizontal loop but not connected at the far end of the loop. I 
actually saw a similar antenna described in the ARRL antenna book. Back 
to my office and put it to the test. It tuned easily on 10, 15, 20, and 
40. Cool I will be ready to go. 


My plan was that I could leave the packet cluster running and if I saw 
the spot, I could try to work it. If I would use my headphones no one 
would know. Now keep in mind my XYL is my office manager, so I can't 
get away with much. 


My next day at work, I put my plan into action. I set up everything and 
waited. Then at 17:00 UTC, there it was D68C on 10M CW. I told my 
coworkers that I was going to go get a cup of coffee and would be right 
back. I snuck into my office and closed the door. He was very weak, 
but calling CQ and no takers, perfect. Now I made my second mistake. I 
figured that with him being so weak he would never hear me at QRP 
levels, so I cranked the old Icom 701 up to 100W. I tapped out my call 
and back he comes .KW ? Wow he heard me on the first call. Back I 
send, 599 de AC6KW TU (599, typical DX lies ;-) ). I hear him come 
back ..599 TU AC6kKW. 


Just at that moment, my office door bursts open. My XYL exclaiming 
"What the #$%$i# are you doing. There is Morse code coming out of the 
speakers all over the hospital, and the computer screens are all 
blinking on and off with the noise on the speakers. 


So much for my clandestine operation, I was caught red handed with my 
hand in the cookie jar. At least I did get my catch! 


Lessons learned: 

1. Much less than optimal antennas do work. 

2. Stick to QRP operations, especially when you are trying to be 
sneaky.

TT2ers, 


A pineapple tin (PT) with a pop-top lid works fine as a TT2 enclosure. The 
pop top leaves a ledge around the top that is just wide enough to support 
the PCB. Drill a couple of small holes near the edge of the PCB and pierce 
holes in the ledge to match. I used a small sharp-pointed awl to pierce 
the holes. Be careful to not make the holes too big. A couple of #4 sheet 
metal screws are all that's needed to hold the pieces together. The PT at 
2 in. is taller than a tuna tin but having the ledge left from the pop top 
makes mounting the TT2 board a whole lot easier.

Some of the plastics used for RCA connectors can be a problem at RF. 
Especially black plastic. Carbon is often used as a filler to make black 
plastic. Other fillers are used to make other colors and to make the 
plastic more durable. These fillers can be conductive and/or increase the 
dielectric constant of the plastic. In effect, you'd have a capacitor or 
even a conductor to ground inside the connector. 


As Karl and others pointed out, if you can get them ceramic insulation is 
best. Clear plastic would be OK and white would be OK if you know its 
teflon or some other RF stable material. =20

Bob, 

Someone was pulling your leg. Any dipole operated anywhere near to the band 
for which it is cut, or its harmonics will NOT get hot! And I bet you are 
not planning on exceeding 100 watts to an attic antenna? Right? 


At QRP you can hold it in your hand, and probably at 100 watts as well. 

(But not recommended). Never have my attic antennas been hot except from 
the heating of the attic in summer. Maybe that is what the piece you read 
meant? I would like the reference if you have it. It was wrong, wrong, 
wrong, in regard to RF heating. Your choice of insulated house wire is 
excellent, and is what we use for our FD large wire gain antennas, and those 
also do not get hot! The duty cycle on ham transmissions on CW and SSB is 
too short for the antennas to heat to a measurable degree unless you had 
very precise digital thermometers, and even then I doubt you could tell the 
difference. 


Just keep the ends clear of conductors, and insulate them with the little 
antenna insulators you can get at Radio Shack ,or better ceramic ones you 
get at ham swaps. If nothing else go to farm store and get electric fence 
insulators of plastic. Or as I did in my attic, use plastic spoons and 
knives as insulators-- those you get in picnic packs with your fast food! 
They have been in successful use in my attic since 1975!

The artificial grounds devices are simple a series tuned circuit, (thus low 
impedance at resonant frequency) for making a radial or counterpoise wire 


seem to be resonant on a band. Thus, it can act as the missing half of a 
random wire antenna, or RF ground image. When you can not use a dipole, 
these might be useful to keep RF off the rig case and out of the shack, 
(stray RF). I have built and tested the T kit one, and even converted it to 
an L network matching device to use with field antennas, if not needed for 
the ground resonating purpose. 


However, it does not improve the performance of the antenna alone! That is 
a function of the antenna dimensions re the frequency used, the height of 
the antenna, and its placement near to conductive or shielding objects. 


But, if you are on the second floor of a building or higher, there is no way 
for you to have a low RF ground impedance to an earth connection on the 
higher ham bands above 40m. In such a case, the artificial ground is a 
useful accessory to make even a random earth wire tune to the band in use. 
The tuned circuit can be home made, or in the case of the Ten Tec RF 
Counterpoise kit, you get a tapped variable toroid inductor, and switched 
capacitors to make the wire resonate. 


The meter on some of these devices simply monitors RF current in the series 
circuit which will max out when you are tuned to the frequency of the rig in 
use. The connection of the tuner is to the chassis of the transceiver, and 
then to a insulated wire used for the counterpoise. The L and C required is 
based on how short a wire you have, and as a starting point the same L as in 
a Transmatch can be used with similar capacitors to make your own series 
circuit. Most any good junkbox can yield a variable cap suited for this 
use, along with a low loss coil form, or piece of Air Dux for the coil.
